Fire of Undetermined orgin des- 


troyed the Horace Anthony Manu* 
facluring Compahy here Sunday 
afternoon and first estimates plac- 
ed the loss in excess of 5>200,000, 
The plant located south on High- 
way 29, near the city limits man- 
facturccl hardwood flooring. 


The blaze was dicovered about 


2:30 p.m. and by the lime Hope 
Fire Department arrived the wind- 
whipped flames had engulfed the 
main part of the mill which was 
completely destroyed along with 
the dry kiln and hundreds of feet 
o-f lumiber. 


Fire Chief A. S. Willis said it 


required about five hours to bring 
the blaze under control. He indi- 
cated it was impossible to do any- 
thing other than keep the blaze 
from spreading as heavy gusts of j 
wind fanned the fire constantly. 
As a precautionary measure a fire 
truck was left at the scene all lasl 
night. 


Normally the manufacturing firm 


employes ilOO men at full capacity. 
However, at the time only 28 were 
working due to seasonal curtailed 
production. 


Mr. Anthony estimated the loss 


in excess of $200,000. It was only 
partially 
covered 
,tay 
insurance. 


Mr, Anthony, did not make known 
his plans about rebuilding.

It 
is not the intention to gry "wolf" 
to the public, It will issue alarms 
only when the situation is- consider- 
ed urgent, Always rernembej- that 
KJCAR is the source for public 
warning. Other radio and TV sta- 
tions may or may not be able to 
giye you accurate information for 
this area.
